Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A ceramic 
filter comprising a honeycomb segments wherein "the central portion has an additional 
filing percentage set within a range of 0.1 to 3% to a total area of an end surface of 
each honeycomb segment at the inlet" which results in a small increase in pressure 
loss, and a large decrease in the maximum temperature, could not be found within the 
prior art.
